Pearce Twins Inseparable Until Crash Here 


For 18 years the Pearce twins of Ontario, Marquita and 
Omega have been inseparable—until Sunday night—and it took 
a bus-train wreck to separate them. 

The two brown-haired, brown-eyed girls spent all their life 
together. From the moment of their birth they dressed alike, 
they talked alike, and its superfluous to add they looked alike. 

All through grammar school, high school and one year of 
Chaffey college they took the same subjects. 

And — believe it or not — they both earned identical marks 
— all the way through school. 

IDENTICAL TWINS 

When an invitation was tendered to join the Ontario Hostess 
Club they both submitted identical applications. 

Thet is how they came to he aboard a March Air Base bus 
Sunday night — and how they came to be separated today. 

Because on the way home from a happy club outing at Corona 
Del Mar with a group of airmen from the March Field base the 
bus in some inexplicable manner was struck by a speeding pas- 
senger train at Archibald avenue and Highway 60. 


Sixteen of the 21 aboard the bus perished as the bus was dis- 
intergrated by the impact, but Marquita and Omega remained 
together — and alive. 

THROWN FREE 

With three other companions the twins were thrown free 
from the wreckage and lived to tell the tale. 

But today the twins are separated. 

Yesterday afternoon Marquita left the hospital with her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. T. L. Pearce, for her home at 1613 South 
Euclid avenue. 


at least three months until her injuries heal. 

In the mishap she suffered a smashed ankle and a severe 
gash on her forehead which required several stitches. 

The doctors say it will be three months before she can walk, 

Marquita and Omega had planned to go job hunting today. In 
fact, they had an appointment with an employment agency for 
this morning. But that’s been cancelled. ; 

‘LORD ON OUR SIDE’ 

And it’s going to be a long time before they keep any active 
appointment together, but they don’t care. 

Marquita will be spending every visiting hour in the con- 
valescent ward of San Antonio Community hospital with her 
sister. 

But she doesn’t care, neither does Omega. 

They both know they’re lucky to be alive. 

“The Lord must have been on our side,” said Marquita today 
as she left her sister, ‘‘to stand by us in such a terrible time.” 

“I think we’re the luckiest girls in all of Ontario,’ echoed 
Omega from her hospital bed. 


Marquita suffered painful cuts and bruises and injury to her 
right knee. 

But greatest sorrow came from her first parting from her 
twin. For, behind her in the hospital she left Omega. 

Last night was the first she had ever spent away from Omega. 
And it won't be the last for some time. 

Because Omega wasn’t as lucky as her twin sister. 
CONFINED TO BED

"When the message was received there were only a few 
doctors on duty. Within half an hour, nine medicos were on 
hand to take care of the injured. 

Operating under its disaster plan, officials called in all 
X-ray technicians, surgical nurses and members of the labor- 

atory forces. Nurses who were to go off duty remained until 
i they were sure no more patients would be brought in from 
the accident. 

Additional beds were set up to care for the injured and 
a temporary morgue was provided. 

Six passengers were brought to the hospital; two were 
dead on arrival; two were transferred to Army hospitals and 
two were hospitalized. 

But the important thing is that the San Antonio Community 
hospital was ready.

CONFUSING DIRECTIONS 


Set. Peter Grisolia, March Air 
Base, said that passengers in the 
bus had been giving confusing 
directions all the way back from 
the beach and that the last thing 
he remembered before the crash 
was someone shouting ‘‘turn left.” 
Then the crash came, Grisolia 
said, and he was thrown clear. 

First Lieutenant Winston J. 
Napier,; of the March Air Base 
Ground Safety Control, was in 
Ontario yesterday investigating 
the fatal smashup. 

Napier’s principal concern was 
with conflicting testimony about 
the speed of the death train. 

Estimates of the speed varied 
from 40 miles per hour, given by 
a Union Pacific railroad detective, ' 
to that of 73 miles per hour, given 
by Coroner R. E. Williams, fol- 
lowing a tape check.
